Allowable Subject Matter 

It is in the opinion of the examiner that the art of record neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious "(claim 1) wherein the push-die is moved to the blank tube after the cylindrical die is 
withdrawn from the blank tube and while the mandrel is in the blank tube. . .(claim 1 1) means 
for controlling said rotary mechanism to orient the welded tube so that the weld bead is 
positioned in a stroke of said push-die. . .(claim 13) orienting the blank tube so that the weld bead 
is positioned in a stroke of a push-die" in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations set 
forth in the independent claim. 

Searching by the Examiner yielded prior art as cited in the previous Office Actions. 
Based on Applicant's arguments and the Examiner's review of the Office Action mailed on June 
23, 2008, the subject matter is deemed to be allowable. Further explanation can be reviewed in 
the Applicant's arguments filed on November 21, 2008 and January 2, 2009. Therefore, it is 
concluded by the examiner that claims 1, 3-6, and 8-13 of the present invention are allowable.
